For by this means there wou'd be no Diftinctions 
of the Seaions of the Year: Ar the Equator there 
wou'd be always an intenfe and unfupportable 
Heat 5 at the Poles an Eternal Winter without any 
Intermiffion of Froft or Snow ; fo that almoft halt 
the Globe wou'd be uninhabitable. [ct is certain 
that different Degrees of Heat are requifite for the 
Production, Growth and Ripening of moft Plants. 
The Heat required for the Growch of a Vegetable 
is not {ufficient to Ripen and Perfect the Seed 
of ir: On the contrary thar Degree of Heat which 
alone perfects the Seed wou'd quite Wither the 
Green and Tender Herb. This is obtained by the 
prefent Pofition and Motion of the Earth ; but by 
the other it cou’d not be. The Querift may be 
more particularly fatisfied about this Point, by 
confulting, Chap. 4. of Keil’s Examination of 
Burnet’s Theory of the Earth.
